Charlton1,  writing  in  1906,  mentioned  the  so-called  leather  money  issued  by 
Malcomson  Brothers,  flax  and  cotton  spinners  of  the  Mayfield  Works  at  Portlaw 
near  Waterford  in  the  south  of  Ireland.  An  extract  from  Charlton  is  worth  quoting 
as  follows : — 

The  firm  enjoyed  a  reputation  for  stability  and  solvency  and  their  tokens 
were  freely  accepted  as  cash  by  the  tradespeople  in  the  district  and  for  a  radius  of 
twenty  miles  around.  Their  leather  pieces  continued  in  circulation  as  late  as  the 
year  1876.  The  same  firm  also  issued  card  money  representing  several  different 
values  and  these  tokens  were  locally  spoken  of  as  leather  money. 

Charlton  then  went  on  to  describe  a  halfcrown  token  dated  1854,  a  fourpenny 
token  dated  1839  and  two  undated  fourpenny  tokens.  If  Charlton  is  correct  then  none 
of  the  leather  tokens  appear  to  have  survived  because,  despite  searches,  none  has 
come  to  hand  in  recent  years.  It  may  well  be  that  the  term  leather  was  used  incorrectly 
because  although  a  1839  fourpenny  token  in  the  National  Museum,  Dublin  does 
superficially  appear  to  be  made  of  leather,  it  is  certainly  made  of  cardboard. 

In  the  process  of  manufacture  two  tokens  of  the  same  denomination  were  printed 
on  a  strip  of  cardboard  of  the  appropriate  colour  and  thickness.  They  were  then 
signed  in  M.S.  by  the  appropriate  person  and  cut  out,  presumably  with  a  pair  of 
scissors,  and  finally  varnished. 

Three  denominations,  fourpence,  one  shilling  and  halfcrown,  have  been  preserved 
as  follows : —

Unfinished  tokens,  that  is  to  say,  cardboard  strips,  are  not  uncommon  because 
quantities  of  them  were  found  in  Portlaw  some  years.  The  commonest  (unfinished) 
tokens  of  the  three  denominations  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  illustration.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Swedish  Gang  Melt  Coins  for  Silver.  Police  have  detained  two  men  and  a  woman 
found  melting  down  coins  for  silver  in  a  cottage  near  Stockholm.  A  ton  of  silver-  both  bars  and 
bagfuls  of  pre-1968  coins,  was  discovered.  The  gang  are  said  to  have  admitted  melting  down 
10  tons  of  silver.  The  coins  had  come  from  slot  machines.  Police  say  the  gang  had  sold  the 
silver  bars  (representing  2,500  one-crown  coins)  for  about  £1,320. — Daily  Telegraph ,  1 1th 
August ,  1975. 

Excavators  unearth  34  Roman  coins.  A  team  of  excavators  from  York  Archaeological 
Trust  has  uncovered  a  hoard  of  34  silver  Roman  coins,  dating  back  to  the  1st  century  ad,  from 
a  site  in  Blake  Street,  York.  The  coins,  found  at  a  site  which  had  been  occupied  by  the  City 
Garage,  were  probably  used  in  the  reigns  of  Emperors  Augustus  and  Vespasian.  The  trust  has 
been  excavating  the  site  since  March,  and  these  were  the  first  silver  coins  to  be  uncovered  at  the 
“dig”.  The  site,  inside  the  area  covered  by  the  legionary  fortress,  might  have  been  occupied 
by  administrative  buildings  or  a  soldier’s  house,  said  Mr.  Richard  Hall,  excavations  supervisor 
for  the  trust. —  Yorkshire  Gazette  &  Herald ,  2 5th  September ,  1975. 

Manx  coin  issue.  A  new  issue  of  Manx  coins  has  been  approved  in  Tynwald.  The  issue 
consists  of  600  proof  sets  in  platinum  and  20,000  sets  in  silver.  Sets  will  consist  of  six  coins 
from  4p  up  to  50p  and  the  cost  of  the  platinum  proof  sets  is  £587.  It  is  the  first  time  that 
legal  tender  coinage  has  been  issued  in  platinum  anywhere  in  the  British  Isles.  Also  included 
in  the  new  issue  is  a  25p  Manx  Cat  crown  in  both  silver  and  cupro-nickel. — Financial  Times, 
25 th  October ,  1975. 


B.A.N.S.  LECTURE  COURSE  AT  YORK 

This  course,  organised  by  the  Regional  Secretary  for  the  Northern  Area,  Mr.  F.  Banks, 
was  held  at  Heworth  Green,  York,  from  12th  to  14th  September,  1975.  There  was  a  full 
attendance  of  59,  with  representatives  from  19  different  Numismatic  Societies.  Proceedings 
began  on  Friday  evening,  when  after  welcoming  those  present,  Dr.  John  Kent  (President 
B.A.N.S.)  gave  a  talk  on  Roman  mints  of  the  third  century.  He  described  the  development  of 
the  system  of  Imperial  government  during  the  period  and  how  this  led  to  a  gradual  increase 
in  the  number  of  mints,  especially  in  the  second  half  of  the  century,  until  by  the  last  decade 
some  sixteen  were  functioning.  The  problems  of  identification  of  the  coins  issued  up  to  the 
middle  of  the  century  were  discussed,  followed  by  examination  of  the  changes  introduced  in 
the  60’s  and  70’s  by  Claudius  II  and  Aurelian.  The  talk  ended  with  an  examination  of  the 
reforms  of  Diocletian  and  the  introduction  of  an  orderly  system  of  mintmarks  at  the  end  of  the 
century. 

Saturday  morning  was  devoted  to  talks  on  Roman  and  medieval  subjects.  The  first  of  these 
was  by  Mr.  John  Casey  of  Durham  University  who  discussed  the  question  of  Allectus’  rule  in 
Gaul  during  the  three  years  (293-296)  of  his  reign.  He  examined  the  evidence  of  the  hoards 
found  in  France  and  concluded  that  these  strongly  supported  the  thesis  that  parts  of  the  NAY. 
region  were  under  Allectus’  rule  for  part  of  the  time.  This  conclusion,  he  thought,  was  supported 
by  the  evidence  of  the  Panegyric  to  Constantius  Chlorus  (Western  Caesar  at  the  time)  which 
indicates  that  his  plans  for  the  re-conquest  of  Allectus’  territory  went  awry;  they  did  not 
return  to  Imperial  rule  until  late  in  296.  The  second  talk  by  Miss  Marion  Archibald  of  the 
British  Museum,  was  on  the  developing  use  of  punches  in  medieval  die  production  in  England. 
In  her  introductory  remarks,  she  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  with  few  exceptions  punches 
were  not  used  in  Roman  times  or  by  the  earliest  Anglo-Saxon  mints.  From  about  the  ninth 
century,  however,  and  on  into  the  early  medieval  period,  punches  were  widely  used,  starting 
with  very  simple  ones  consisting  of  individual  parts  of  the  letters  in  the  inscription  and  the 
King’s  image.  These  points  were  very  clearly  illustrated  with  a  series  of  superimposed  enlarge¬ 
ments  of  coins  of  the  period,  showing  the  lettering  of  the  inscriptions  and  the  problems  of 
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alignment  which  this  entailed.  The  puncheons  were  slowly  developed  over  the  next  300  years 
until  by  the  time  of  Henry  III  whole  letters  and  features  were  produced  from  a  single  iron, 
and  from  1272  onwards  one  punch  was  used  for  the  whole  face. 

Saturday  afternoon  (favoured  by  fine  sunny  weather)  was  devoted  to  visits  to  Roman 
archeological  sites  in  York  under  the  able  guidance  of  Mr.  Peter  Addyman. 

The  evening  lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  Jeremy  Taylor  who  spoke  on  the  subject  of  the  English 
architectural  medal  in  the  19th  century.  He  discussed  the  kind  of  buildings  depicted,  the 
metals  used,  the  designs,  and  how  the  problems  of  perspective  were  solved.  Famous  public 
buildings  such  as  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  Crystal  Palace,  the  Royal  Exchange,  Cathedrals 
etc.,  were  the  principle  subjects — not  then  so  familiar  to  the  man  in  the  street  as  today 
(photography  and  travel  were  in  their  infancy)  and  the  medals  found  a  ready  sale.  Many  of 
them  were  splendid  examples  of  the  engraver’s  art,  and  it  is  regrettable  that  social  changes 
have  led  to  their  virtual  disappearance.  Dr.  Taylor  illustrated  his  talk  with  a  series  of  excellent 
slides. 

The  final  talk,  given  on  Sunday  morning  by  Mr.  Harold  Ferrett,  was  on  the  subject  of 
coiners  and  clippers  in  the  West  Riding,  a  fascinating  peep  into  bygone  days  when  forgery 
and  clipping  of  coins  were  rife  in  spite  of  the  heavy  penalties.  He  illustrated  his  remarks  with 
pictures  of  some  of  the  moulds  used  for  counterfeiting  and  views  of  some  of  the  sites  connected 
with  the  forgers’  activities,  such  as  Cragg  Vale  near  Halifax  and  Hebden  Vale.  The  speaker 
recounted  a  number  of  interesting  tales  of  those  times;  one  of  the  most  interesting  was  the 
story  of  David  Hartley,  a  fascinating  numismatic  “who-done-it”  of  the  1770’s,  complete  with 
murder  and  a  gruesome  hanging.  A  small  exhibition  of  forgers’  moulds,  pamphlets,  and 
counterfeit  coins  was  on  view  to  illustrate  the  talk. 

The  Course  ended  with  a  general  discussion  on  future  plans,  and  a  warm  vote  of  thanks  to 
all  the  speakers  and  to  Mr.  Banks  and  his  helpers  for  making  such  successful  arrangements.
